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DETAILED ACTION 



Information Disclosure Statement 



1 . The references listed in the Information Disclosure Statement submitted on 
March 19, 2001, have been considered by the examiner (see attached PTO-1449). 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6-10, 12-20 and 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Lin et al. (United States Patent 6,366,791), hereinafter referenced as Lin. 

Regarding claim 1, Lin discloses a system and method for providing a musical 
ringing tone on a mobile station. In addition Lin discloses a process to provide for caller 
identification using telephony ring signals consisting of: receiving a telephone number 
of an expected caller, wherein the B-number represents a telephone number stored in 
memory of a previously dialed number and thus an expected caller; identifying the 
musical tone stored in memory associated with the stored number of the expected 
caller, which reads on claimed "receiving identification of an audio file to play as 
telephony ring signal at a telephony device for an incoming call originating from the 
expected caller"; inherently creating indicia associating the telephone number of the

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expected caller with the musical ring tone; inherently sending the indicia associating the 
telephone number of the expected caller with the audio file to the telephony device; 
wherein the mobile station, which reads on claimed "telephony device", will play the 
musical ringing tone as the telephone ring signal upon receiving the incoming call from 
the expected caller, as disclosed at column 5, lines 3-51. 

Regarding claim 2, Lin discloses everything claimed as applied above (see claim 
1), in addition Lin inherently discloses receiving a telephone number of the telephony 
device. 

Regarding claim 3, Lin discloses everything claimed as applied above (see claim 
1), in addition Lin discloses sending audio file to the telephony device as disclosed at 
column 5, lines 3-51. 

Regarding claim 6, Lin discloses everything claimed as applied above (see claim 
1), in addition Lin discloses receiving a second telephone number of a second expected 
caller; receiving identification of a second musical ringing tone to play as the telephony 
ring signal for the incoming cal originating from the second expected caller; wherein the 
creating step further creates the indicia to associate the second telephone number of 
the second expected caller with the second audio file, as disclosed at column 5, lines 3- 
51. 

Regarding claim 7, Lin discloses everything claimed as applied above (see claim 
1), in addition Lin discloses wherein the indicia associating the telephone number of the 
expected caller with musical ringing tone inherently consists of a file readable by the 
telephone device, as disclosed at column 5, lines 3-51. 
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Regarding claim 8, Lin discloses everything claimed as applied above (see claim 
1), in addition Lin discloses providing a web interface accessible by a web browser 
wherein the telephone number of the expected caller and the identification of the 
musical ringing tone are received via the web interface using the web browser, as 
disclosed at column 3, lines 21-65 and exhibited in figure 2. 

Regarding claim 9, Lin discloses everything claimed as applied above (see claim 
1), in addition Lin discloses generating a profile associating a unique audio file with 
each of a plurality of telephone numbers of additional expected callers for the telephony 
device, as disclosed at column 5, lines 3-51 . 

Regarding claim 10, Lin discloses everything claimed as applied above (see 
claim 9), in addition Lin discloses generating a second profile associating a unique 
audio file with each of a plurality of telephone numbers of additional expected caller for 
a second telephony device, as disclosed at column 5, lines 3-51 . 

Regarding claims 12-20 and 23-25, they are interpreted and thus rejected for 
the reasons set forth above in the rejection of claims 1-3 and 6-10. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 4, 5, 11, 21 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
